Washington, D. C, Nov. 17.—Dr 


Harvey W. "Wiley, chief of tLe bureau 
of chemistry, yesterday warned the 
people of the United States that they 
should not be too hopeful of a decrease 
in .the cost of living. He does not be- 
lieve t!\o prices of foods are 
going 


down to any large extent. If .they do 
It Is only because- the food trusts are 
up to some new deviltry, the net re- 
sult of which will be an even higher 
boost, he believes. 


The so-called beef trust Is the one 


needing the most watching, according 
to Dr. "Wiley. "Chicago fixes the price 
of beef when It Is bought and -when it 
i» sold," he said. 
"The dealer that 


violates the mandate of this powerful 
trust falls on their blacklist hence- 
forth." 


Secretary "Wilson, of the department 


of agriculture, also puts a damper on 
the optimism regarding food prices. He 
says the decrease in meat prices Is 
abnormal 
and 
probably 
only 
tem- 


porary. 
He says It is due to drought 


in the cattle raising country,' and a 
consequent increase in the cost of hay. 


Wiley Expects Early Rise.

evert suspects that the 


"ultimate consumer" is In for a great 
jolt in the near future and will be 
lucky if he can keep hold oC even what

New Republic Denounced 


for Harsh Treatment of 


Monks and Nuns. 


New Orleans, La, Nov. 17.—Prin- 


cipal among the resolutions adopted at 
the concluding session here yesterday 
of the annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Catholic Societies 
was one of bitter -denunciation of the 
administrative officers of the new re- 
public of Portugal and of commenda- 
tion of the state department at Wash- 
ington for delaying recognition of the 
new government. 


Horror was expressed at the "bar- 


barous Inception" of the new republic, 
President Brags- and his associates 
were scored for their alleged persecu- 
tion of Catholics, especially, according 
to the resolutions, their harsh and In- 
sulting treatment of nuns and monks, 
and the government was declared to 
be founded on Injustice and ungod- 
liness. 


Following the adoption of resolutions 


and the electing of officers the federa- 
tion adjourned to meet next year at 
Columbus, O. 


The National Educational 
associa- 


tion was denounced for "attempting to 
set up ife this country an educational 
trust as a menace to individual liberty 
and to the primary rights which 
every 
American 
citizen 
enjoys of 


choosing the kind of education which 
he may wish to Rive to his child." 


Protest* Bible Reading. 


The federation declared against the 


substitution of ethical 'teaching for 
religious training In schools and col- 
leges, protested against bible reading 
in public schools, dcprwated the use 
of public funds or ot public buildings 
for lecture courses In philosophy, liter- 
ature or science, urged the establish- 
ment of more parish schools and de- 
manded "some equitable compensa- 
tion" for the secular education given 
in Catholic schools. 


Congress was urged to amend the 


postal laws so as to Include within 
the scope of prohibited literature, 
"books, papers, wrltinss and prints 
which outrage religious convictions 
and contain scurrilous and slanderouH 
attacks upon the faith." 


Discrimination against the employ- 


ment of Catholics In the public serv- 
ice because of their religion was con- 
demned. 
The furtherance of mission 


work among the Indians and negroes 
was urged. 


v In connection with the announce- 
ment of President Fcenoy that for the 
first time the Federated Catholic So- 
cieties were represented by two fra- 
ternal delegates ot the convention ot 
the American Federation of Labor, 
now In session at St. Louis, resolu- 
tions were adopted expressing sym- 
pathy with every legitimate effort of 
organized labor for a living wage, rea- 
sonable houri. protection of life and 
limb, 
workmen's compensation, and 


decent and helpful condition! In the 
home, shop, mine and factory.
